I hare carefully reviewed the meeaages you eexd me yesterday 
with regard to the "Package" plan for the adaaiseioa. of new UH members. 
I addressed n^self j^ufticularly to the conseqpteaces of admitting the four 
European Soviet satellitea, Hungary^ R giaania ^ Bulgaria, mod Albania, 
azad to the Oul»r hfoagolla ^estion. 

Before he left Foster Qoke to me abovd Use satellite admission 
problem. I told him that I thought the eHect, at least initially, would be 
unfavorable as regards ^e sflorts we are m a king to build up morale and 
th« heps of eventual liberation in these comitries. I added tihat 
1 did not think this effect would be disastrous over the long run ami that 
1 realised Uud on political side the State Bepartmern lusd to weigh the 
great advantages to be derived from bringing In a substantial group of 
Western oriented states against the di sadvantage a of taking in the 
satellites. 


On furthsr consideration I see no reason to change that position. 

if it is decided to proceed, I thdtds: it would be possible to strengthen 
the portion of Cabot Lodge's proposed statement which ^als with the 
sidelUtes, and I have submitted in the enclosure a suggested rephrasmg. 
You may find jmrts of it too stiff, but 1 felt we should pat in all our thoughts 
and leave It to you and Cabot to si^ly the scissors.

It is re^rmd tbe Soviet Osdoa wiU witbboid its veto msd tibat 
these free mitions ean become mendmrs ol the United Nations, if tibe free 
world is willing not to block the admlssimt <d the governments ol four 
coumtriss from behind the Irtm Certain — AXbania, BnlgarlSf Kii^ary, 
and Rumaehk. 

The peoples cd ^ese countries, as distts^t from the regimes 
presexdly hs^sed vpon them, have proud nsdional heritages, Tlmir history 
is full of eaaa^es of countgeous devotion to Ute eimse of national freedom 
and independence. We have not forgotten that about a eemury ago tibe 
Hungarian patritd. Kossedb, came to ibis free country to gain <mr av^port 
for his brave struggle to free his native land. 

Cldisens of the^ comttrles have also in the past made great contri- 
butiont in nearly every ii^ld of hmnan wsdeavor. If represented by 
govemmesds of their own choosii^, they would have n»mh to offer the UN. 
Them they would be in a position to send as delegates to this orgsd^sidion 
t&ose who could apeak for their real asptrations and defend &eir true 
AStloaal intereste. Under these conditione we could idl welcome Uieir 
election to membership. 
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But the governmei^f of those four eouatvieii, at fliey are 
eonttlt^ed today, are Mither repreiantatlre of the »alortty wUi ei 
their peoples aor free in their relation with other etatet to advance their 
own national interetta and c^Jective*. Thote govenuarentt were initially 
Lmpoeed hy naked military force, and it ia force not free content that 
Imeps in power -- force exerclaed by concezdratloa eaxape, eecret 
police and foreign troops, in Internationa affaire, these governments are 
not free scents but are completely imder the control of the Soviet Halim, 
whose foreign policy and economic needa determtoe timir every deeiaion. 

For these reascma, Hntted States has never been in favor a£ 
the admission of these fonr governments and we propose to abstaia on 
the vote If their names are presented. £t has seemed to ns, however, 
that the adiBtion to UN meiahersh4> of IS free natione with all the 
anderstandhog and support they c*n give to the cause of the free world 
more Hum outweighs the diiauivantages of permitting ^e fimr satellites 
to join. 

in no sense does Hto abstention of the H.S. cm ttie tesue of eatelUte 
aseixheri^lp Indicate Hutt we accept at permanent the present situation in 
these four countriee in Eastern Europe, As President Eisenhower stided at 
the Geneva Gcmferesce in July: ''On a broader plane, there is the problem of 
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reapccti&g the right e£ peoplea to chooae the form of government under 
which they will Uvej end of reatorlng aovereign righta end self • government 
to those who heve been deprived of them. The Amerleea people feel strongly 
thet certein peoples of Slaatern Europe, meny with e long end proud record 
of netional eeiatence, heve not yet been given the benefit of this pledge of 
our United Ketiona wertlme decleretion, reinforced by other wertime 
egreemente, " 

ea I^reaident Eisenhower atAted in August when apeaJcing in 
Fhiledelphie before the American Bar Aseociationi "The domination of 
captive countriee cannot longer be Justified by any claim that this is needed 
for purposes of security. . . . Very probably the reason for these and 

other violations of the rights of men and of nations is a eonq»ound of suspicions 
and fear. That explains. It cannot excuse. In justice to others end to 
ourselves we can never accept these wrongs as a part of the peace that 
we deaire and we seek. , . 

satellite regimes of Poland and Caecho Slovakia have long 
enjoyed UN membership. Unfortunately this fact has neither helped them 
to win popular support at home nor to adv»u:e their interests abroad. The 
convinced eommunists who will largely make up the UN delegations of 
these four new members will obtain only the ritualistic satisfaction of 
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h«viag follow^ Ercmlifi butrucllea* on hem to vote «id mhtA to esy. 

But tliere may be eome mem^rs o£ tl^iee delegatione wlio will learn 
nutcli in tlM IIH as4 w!soae contact# here may vriden the jpo sslbililies 

for ^ th.lr p«pl.^ 

The determined oppoBltlon of the majority of the people of theee 
coimtrle# to Comxnuniat rule and Soviet economic eiqpdoitatioa will 
eventually wia Hiem freedom mtd the #tr€sngth of tM# of|po#ilioo ad home 
and In exile will not be i^ected by this temporary repreeeatatton in 
the UN through alien regime*. 

hUaxtudbile, it i# not too much to urge that a# part performance 
of the obligatione which the eatellite governmente will «mdertake m UK 
members, they will do away with iron curtains and other barriers to 
normal decent relation# with cdher nadion#. 

For all these reason#, the United States intends to vote for the 
admiaeion ef the thirteen wad to refrain from voting i^ggdnst the four 
mentioned idl»ove.
